NIP in fresh 
call for dual 
carriageway 

TURNING the A5 near Oswestry 
into a dual carriageway should be 
included in the Government’s blue¬ 
print for major roads projects, North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has 
said. 

Mr Paterson described the current 
20-mile single carriageway stretch 
between Shrewsbury and the North 
Wales border as “wholly inadequate” 
and “dangerous”. 

He made the call for the route to 
be widened after details of a meeting 
with a Government minister were 
confirmed. 

Andrew Jones of the Department 
of Transport will meet the MP at 
the British Ironwork Centre on the 
outskirts of Oswestry on Friday next 
week. The visit will include an in¬ 
spection of part of the road. 

Mr Paterson said: “The A5 needs 
to be a dual carriageway. 

“It’s a wholly inadequate road. It’s 
increasingly dangerous and has to be 
changed. 

“I’m hoping to get it in a strategic 
road plan and then the work will be 
done in stages.” 

The MP said he would also press 
the case for a bypass for Llanymy- 
nech and Pant. 


NEW Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime Commissioner Dafydd Llywe¬ 
lyn has pledged to visit Welshpool to hear for himself worries about 
anti-social behaviour in the town. 

And the newly-elected police chief said one of his key priorities will be pre¬ 
venting local crime. 

Fears about crime and yobbish behaviour in Welshpool have grown in recent months 
and in March a petition containing more than 500 signatures was handed over to the then 
police commissioner Christopher Salmon calling for a legal order to be imposed to ban 
anti-social street drinking. 

Mr Salmon lost his job to Mr Llywelyn in the police and crime commissioner elections 
two weeks ago. The new commissioner has been quick to spell out his priorities and that 
includes visiting Welshpool to hear from councillors about the town’s problems. 

He said: “I plan a meeting with members of Welshpool Town Council in the near future. 

I look forward to listening carefully to their 
issues and concerns. I’ll get out amongst 
local people and will do things that keep 
them safe. I will work with the police and 
others to make communities safer. A key 
focus will be on preventing local crime.” 

“I will forge strong partnerships, carry 
out effective local engagement and develop 
new levels of trust. 

“My early tasks will include the recruit¬ 
ment of a new Chief Constable to replace 
Simon Prince who plans to retire this sum¬ 
mer. To help do this I may ask police per¬ 
sonnel and the public what qualities they 
most want in the new chief.” Mr Llywelyn 
has already cut some costs of his office. 
The pool car, a BMW, has been replaced by 
a more cost effective Ford Focus, and the 
Commissioner will not appoint a deputy, 
saving a salary of around £53,000. 

Meanwhile, West Mercia’s new police and 
crime commissioner John Campion, who is 
responsible for policing in the Oswestry 
area, this week pledged to put more officers 
on the beat. 

He said: “I want more police time being 
spent where it matters most - on the front¬ 
line. A key priority for me is to make West 
Mercia more secure, ensuring people not 
only are safe, but feel safe too.” 

Most recent figures for 2014 showed that 
the force’s reaction time to emergencies 
had fallen by about seven per cent. 

Mr Campion said: “This is an area where 
performance has slipped in recent years, 
and I will work with the chief constable to 
try to address this. 

“It is undoubtedly a challenge when we 
have many rural areas around Shropshire 
and the rest of West Mercia, but slower 
responses can have bad consequences, and 
I will do everything possible to make sure 
people get the right response, faster.” 


Conclusions 
of inquest 
postponed 

THE conclusions of the inquest on 
soldier Cheryl James have been 
postponed until June. 

Coroner Brian Barker QC was 
expected to give his conclusions 
this week, but has now said he will 
re-convene the inquest on June 3. 

Cheryl, 18, whose parents Des and 
Doreen live in Llanymynech, near 
Oswestry, was found dead with a 
bullet wound to the head at the con¬ 
troversial Deepcut army barracks in 
Surrey in 1995. 

The initial inquest into her death, 
held within week, recorded an open 
verdict. 

Her parents campaigned tirelessly 
for a new inquest, which began in 
February. 

The hearing sat for 30 days over 
three months and heard from 109 
witnesses including nine expert wit¬ 
nesses. 

Closing submissions were pre¬ 
sented to the court in April. 

Mr James said he and his wife 
were disappointed about the hold-up. 

“We can only trust that the judge 
is ensuring that he can give suf¬ 
ficient and serious consideration 
to the submissions that have been 
made,” he said.

“Everyone has a role they can 
play in helping nature, whether it 
is feeding the birds or putting up 
a nest book or whether it is cam¬ 
paigning against the cutting down 
of trees or spraying of a roadside 
verge. 

“They should put their heads 
above the parapet and be counted. 
I do that knowing that sometimes 
my head will be shot off, but that is 
how I am.”

INVESTIGATION 

Village property 
searched in probe 
over historic murder 

A PROPERTY in Gobowen near Oswest¬ 
ry has been searched by police as part 
on an-ongoing investigation into what 
officers are describing as a “historic mur¬ 
der”. 

The investigation is being carried out 
by North Wales Police following recent in¬ 
formation that an unidentified man has 
been murdered and disposed of on the 
outskirts of Wrexham. 

The search of the property in Gobowen 
was carried out yesterday (Wednesday). 

Speaking yesterday, Area Commander 
for Wrexham Supt Sian Beck said: “This 
morning detectives executed a search 
warrant in Gobowen for evidence in rela¬ 
tion to an on-going murder investigation. 

“No one was arrested at the property 
but during the search the expertise of 
military personnel with specialist search 
equipment was required and they remain 
at the scene. 

“This action follows a number of 
searches conducted over the last few days 
in the Wrexham and Gobowen area, and 
is believed to be linked to a historic mur¬ 
der. This is an on-going investigation and 
we are still attempting to identify the 
man and where his remains have been 
deposited. 

“If anyone has any information to as¬ 
sist I’d ask they make contact with us.” 

Anyone with information should con¬ 
tact North Wales Police on 101 or via 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

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Funding crisis leaves group 
fighting for its survival

A BEFRIENDING charity could 
close next month unless more 
funding can be found. 

Chums, which employs six staff and 
has helped almost 200 people from 
across Shropshire since it was set up 
three years ago, will cease on June 30 
unless there is an eleventh hour offer 
of funding. 

Allisone Arthur from Chums, which is 
based in the station building in Oswald 
Road, Oswestry, said it was funded by the 
Big Lottery in July 2013 for three years. 

“To date we have not been able to secure 
continuation funding in order to continue 
after June,” she said. 

“We are still applying for future funding 
but this takes time and it could be 12 to 18 
months before a new project could begin. 
We have six staff employed under this pro¬ 
ject whose posts are all unfortunately end¬ 
ing.” 

She said that in the three years Chums 
had helped 171 clients, with volunteers 
visiting them every week for a minimum of 
two hours each time 

“We have also recruited 127 fantastic 
volunteers, who have been DBS checked, 
trained and without whom we would not 
function,” she said. “Our volunteers say be¬ 
friending has had a positive effect on them 
personally, they all feel better for ‘giving 
something back’ and many have made last¬ 
ing friendships with the people they have 
visited. 

“The loss of funding will also come as a 
blow to many of our volunteers who rely on 
Chums to reimburse their travel costs as 
without this they will not be able to afford 
to continue their visits even if they wish 
to.” She said there was also a waiting list of 
people who wanted to use Chums’ services. 

“The lack of funds will leave 149 people 
still waiting for a befriender with nowhere 
to go as many other befriending services in 
the area are either at capacity, have very 
specific remits or are closed due to funding 
cuts. Our befrienders really get to know 
their clients, they also have more time to 
listen, which is so important when often 
the only people they see are carers who do 
not have time to chat.” 

She said that the new funds that were 
applied for but turned down would have 
employed six paid Befrienders which would 
have enabled Chums to help 96 clients a 
year. 


A TIME machine will whisk audiences 
through a magical mystery tour of musi¬ 
cals. 

Members of Oswestry Musical Theatre 
Company will act out some of their favour¬ 
ite musical moments backed by the story of 
a failing society battling to keep itself afloat. 

Back to the Musicals has been written by 
co-directors Dani Box and John Bell-Tom¬ 
kinson, aided by input from the whole 
group, featuring songs from Phantom, Chi¬ 
cago, Wizard of Oz, The Lion King, Joseph 
and Chitty Bang Bang. 

Dani said: “Father and daughter, Billy 
and Betty, who belong to a local drama 
company are told by a theatre inspector she 


will close it down if it doesn’t improve. Billy 
builds a time machine that allows them to 
go back to the company’s heyday and bring 
all the talent ‘back to the future’ in an at¬ 
tempt to save the day.” 

Basing a story around a compilation of 
much loved songs has paid pay dividends 
for the audience, with ticket prices reduced 
to £8 and £10. 

Dani said: “We have dropped our ticket 
prices because we already have costumes 
and props, so it is not as expensive to put 
on. We want to pass that saving on to our 
audiences.” 

Back to the Musicals will be staged at The 
Marches School in Oswestry. Performances 


take place tonight (Thursday), tomorrow 
and Saturday at 7.30pm. 

A matinee will also take place at 2.30pm 
on Saturday. Tickets are available from

Oswestry Musical Theatre Company’s 
roots date back to the 1920s and 30s when 
the Operatic Society flourished in Oswestry, 
performing at the King’s Theatre, New 
Street and the Victoria Rooms, Roft Street.

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High hopes 
for hospital's 
stem cell trial 

PATIENTS suffering from severe 
osteoarthritis are being given the 
chance of a new lease of life in a na¬ 
tionwide trial. 

Experts at Oswestry Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital are researching the use 
of which cells from 120 patients are 
best at helping repair their damaged 
knees. 

And, whether they are the special 
cells that make new cartilage, stem 
cells harvested from the patient’s 
bone marrow, or a combination of 
both, it seems that all the patients in 
the trial are seeing their quality of life 
improve. 

Professor James Richardson is 
one of those involved in the current 
‘Ascot’ trials that are taking place 
in conjunction with the Institute of 
Orthopaedics, based at the hospital, 
and the charity Arthritis Research 
UK. The £6m Arthritis Research UK 
Tissue Engineering Centre launched 
in 2011. 

Professor Richardson has been 
working with cartilage repair for at 
least 20 years, and from 1999 at the 
special tissue engineering laboratory 
at the orthopaedic hospital. 

Until now the work has involved 
extracting chondrocyte cells from a 
patient’s own healthy areas of carti¬ 
lage, growing it in the laboratory and 
putting it back into the patient. 

However the latest research is also 
using stem cells from the patient.

School bus row takes another twist

THE row over Llanfyllin High School 
using its delegated budget to subsidise 
bus transport for out-of-catchment 
pupils has taken a fresh twist after 
it emerged another high school may 
have been doing the same thing. 

Llanfyllin High School was told by 
Powys County Council to pay back 
£17,000 after an investigation was 
held into the practice. The school 
had spent about £500,000 over five 


years to bus pupils, including some 
from Oswestry, to Llanfyllin. But it 
has emerged Llanidloes High School 
may have been doing the same thing. 
Powys County Council chief executive 
Jeremy Patterson said: “Following 
Monday’s council meeting, the coun¬ 
cil can confirm that Llanidloes High 
School has indicated that it appears to 
be paying for home to school transport 
from its delegated school budget. The 


school initially told the council that 
it was not subsidising home to school 
transport but has since changed its 
response. The council is seeking clar¬ 
ification from the school about their 
latest response and information about 
when they will be compliant with the 
policy and for how long they have not 
been compliant with the policy.” 

Governors at Llanfyllin High School 
have insisted Powys County Council 


knew all along about the subsidies. 
Supporters of the school have crit¬ 
icised Powys County Council over 
the decision to tell the school to pay 
£17,000 back and have engaged a 
barrister. A meeting of the Friends 
of Llanfyllin School was held on Mon¬ 
day where supporters were praised 
for contributing to a fighting fund 
which had paid for the cost of legal 
representation. 


Kind Harry was 'an old 
soul’, says best friend

BACKPACKER Harry Greaves 
wanted to play a part in combat¬ 
ting the world’s problems and al¬ 
leviating the suffering of others, 
his best friend said. 

Oily Boon shared his favourite mem¬ 
ories of Harry spanning over their 
15-year friendship, as well as paying 
tribute to his dear friend following his 
burial last week. 

Harry, who died in Peru last month, had 
been staying in a community house with 
Mr Boon and his fiancee Stefanie Jackson 
in the country prior to his body being found 
in the mountains. 

The experienced outdoorsman, of Bro- 
nygarth, near Oswestry, was last seen on 
April 7 when he set out on a solo mountain 
hike, two days before his 29th birthday. 

His body was found at the bottom of a 
40-metre crevasse on April 19. 

Mr Boon, originally from Gledrid, near 
Oswestry, lovingly described Harry as “an 
old man in a 28-year-old’s body”. 

“Harry was a very old soul, by that he 
was caring,” he said. 

“Harry would always look for a deeper 
meaning, he’d always been that way. 

“He was certainly far along in his 
spiritual path already but so grounded and 
very humble. He was patient, compassion¬ 
ate and very tolerant. He was always a role 
model to me because of the way he handled 
situations. You would never see Harry 
upset or angry, and you’d never hear him 
say a bad word about another person. 

“Harry was my best friend for sure, al¬ 
though about a dozen other people would 
also say the same thing because Harry con¬ 
nected with so many people.”

Rapist sent to jail for seven 
years for 'wicked' attack

A PARTIALLY disabled man has been jailed for seven years after be¬ 
ing convicted of rape. 

Mark Henson, 43, who entered the dock at Mold Crown Court with the aid of 
crutches, was ordered to register with the police as a sex offender for life. 

A life-time restraining order was also made under which he must never approach the 
victim. 

Henson, of Brookfield Estate, Weston Rhyn, Oswestry, had denied two charges of rape 
upon the same complainant, described as a vulnerable man.But he wag convicted at an 

- -—-^-- ^—3 - earlier trial by a jury, sitting at Chester 

“ “ ” Crown Court. 

Sentencing him, Judge Geraint Walters 
said the starting point for such a case after 
trial was eight years with a range of be¬ 
tween seven and nine years. 

But he said he could not ignore important 
factors in the case including the defend¬ 
ant’s own debilitating physical condition 
which would make any prison sentence all 
the more hard for him to serve. 

The jury had accepted that he carried 
out two acts which hurt and the victim had 
asked him to stop. 

But the defendant continued. 

It had been violating and humiliating in 
the absence of consent, the court was told. 

The judge said that it was something 
the complainant was still trying to come to 
terms with. 

“That is the wickedness of what you did,” 
he said. 

Henson was sentenced as a man of good 
character and the judge said it was a “great 
shame” that he had not admitted the of¬ 
fences. He could now have no credit in sen¬ 
tence after running a trial. 

The defendant suffered ill-health, mostly 
used crutches or a zimmer to get around, 
and the judge said he took into account 
that his physical health meant that a prison 
sentence would be much tougher than for 
others. 

“You will need care day in day out in cus¬ 
tody in a way many others do not,” he said. 

That was being taken into account in the 
level of sentence. 

Judge Walters said that he wanted to 
re-assure the defendant that there were 
institutions within the prison service that 
were tailored in order to provide for his 
care needs. 

Defending barrister Brett Williamson 
said the testimonials showed that the de¬ 
fendant was normally caring, and trustwor¬ 
thy, and that he was fondly thought of by 
those around him. 

He had a significant medical history and 
he feared that he would not be satisfacto¬ 
rily cared for in prison. 


Resident's 
anger over 
dust worries 

DUST and pollution from a factory near 
Oswestry is affecting quality of life, accord¬ 
ing to a campaigner. 

Nick Williams, from Chirk, has spoken 
out after he invited public protection of¬ 
ficers from Wrexham Council to his home 
to discuss issues relating to his and other 
residents’ concerns over emissions from the 
nearby Kronospan factory. 

He said: “I asked Wrexham Council of¬ 
ficers to come to my house so I could show 
them the dust that covers my car, as last 
week alone I had to wash it five times but 
that isn’t even my main concern, what con¬ 
cerns me is that we are breathing this stuff 
in, me, my children, other residents. 

“But what’s got to me is that these of¬ 
ficers said it was just leaves from trees 
and emissions from passing cars covering 
my car, yet when I contacted the environ¬ 
mental manager at Kronospan, he held his 
hands up and accepted it was from Krono¬ 
span, so public protection officers have lied 
to me and it stinks.” A Wrexham Council 
spokesperson said: “The council’s public 
protection department has received a num¬ 
ber of complaints regarding emissions from 
the board manufacturing activities at the 
site. These are being investigated . 

“Officers routinely inspect the site and 
monitor emissions to check compliance 
with the environmental permit issued by 
the council.” 

A public meeting is due to take place 
later this month where pollution issues at 
the factory will be discussed.

CIVIC leaders will go to the Government 
over Shropshire Council’s decision to ask 
town and parish councils to take over the 
running of services. 

Oswestry Town Council says it will have 
to put up its precept by 160 per cent if it 
was to take over responsibility for ser¬ 
vices the unitary authority says it can no 
longer afford. Frustrated town councillors 
voted at a meeting on Monday to ask North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson to contact 
communities minister, Greg Clarke for his 
views. 

Town Clerk David Preston said coun¬ 
cillors were extremely concerned about 
Shropshire Council’s designating services 
document, in which it calls on town and 
parish councils to take over the respon¬

“We have had an invitation from 
Ludlow Town Council to join forces with 
Shropshire’s town councils and come to¬ 
gether next month to look at what can be 
done.“In the meantime we are asking Mr 
Paterson to contact the minister on our be¬ 
half to ask his views on what would be a 
substantial precept increase if we had to ei¬ 
ther give Shropshire Council money to keep 
services running or see them transferred to 
Oswestry Town Council.” 

Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner said it was 
vital to retain services. “Our main con¬ 
cern is that essential services such as the 
library and the leisure centre are not lost to 
Oswestry,” he said.

HELP TO BUY ISA’S 


T he Government has now introduced Help to Buy ISA's for 
first-time buyers. Where a first time buyer is saving to buy 
their first home (either individually or as a couple) provided 
the money is saved into a Help to Buy ISA the government will, on 
the closure of the account, pay a 25% bonus of the value (up to a 
maximum bonus of £3,000). 

If, for example, an ISA has £4,000 saved into it at the time of com¬ 
pletion, then the Government will then pay the saver (through their 
solicitor) a bonus of £1,000 upon completion. The process is relatively 
straight forward for the buyer who simply needs to provide their so¬ 


licitor with the account 'Closing Statement' from the bank or building 
society at least one week prior to completion, and sign a First Time 
Buyer's Declaration. 

A couple who are saving for their first home could therefore receive 
up to £6,000 together from the Government to assist. Solicitor's fees 
for dealing with the administrative aspect and application are limited 
by the Government to £50 plus VAT per account.

Improving the north-south 
road links through the Wales/ 
England borders has long been 
a hot potato for politicians but 
there might just be a glimmer of 
hope for frustrated motorists. 

Under Secretary of State 
for Transport Andrew Jones is 
to meet North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson in Oswestry to 
discuss the daily chaotic delays 
experienced by motorists on the 
A5 between Oswestry and Wrex¬ 
ham. 

As someone who travelled 
the route daily for 15 years I 
know only too well the frustra¬ 
tions experienced by motorists 
as “pinch-point” roundabouts 
cause mile after mile of traffic 
tailbacks - and it’s getting worse. 
There was a time you knew the 
tailbacks would only be at cer¬ 
tain times or even certain days, 
not any more, now it’s every day 
and all the time. 

Planners who designed the 
original road improvements 
between Oswestry and Wr¬ 
exham must take most of the 
blame. There should have been 
a stronger case for a dual car¬ 
riageway for the entire length. 
Instead they created one of the 
most dangerous stretches of 
road in the country where mo¬ 
torists overtake three and some¬ 
times even four-abreast, seem¬ 
ingly playing a game of dare with 
drivers coming in the opposite 
direction. Last weekend I saw at 
first hand just how bad the situa¬ 
tion now is. A Sunday lunchtime 
journey from Welshpool to Wrex¬ 
ham, which used to take around 
40-45 minutes took an hour and 
20 minutes with the problems 
starting at the ridiculous Mile 
End Roundabout at Oswestry. 

Knowing which lane to be 
in is like a question from TV’s 
The Chase and only the Chaser 
knows the right answer. 

From there to the dual car¬ 
riageway at Ruabon was like a 
car park, except for the idiot¬ 
ic drivers who think they have 
some God-given right to race 
down the middle, risking not only 
their own but hundreds of other 
lives. 

The message to Mr Paterson 
is clear. He needs to give it to 
Andrew Jones with both bar¬ 
rels. The money simply has to be 
found to create a dual carriage¬ 
way from over the English border 
to link up in North Wales. 

I get the feeling there will be 
some red faces around soon 
over the amazing situation at 
Llanfyllin where the high school 
has been subsidising bus fares, 
but was found to have broken 
Powys County Council rules 
and has been told to pay back 
£17,000 to the authority. 

Parents and friends of the 
school are not taking the deci¬ 
sion lightly, after all it poses a 
massive threat to the very ex¬ 
istence of a high school in the 
town. They have called in a bar¬ 
rister to fight the case and feel 
they have a strong argument.

TUCK shops have been the 
mainstay of public schools for 
generations. But one school in 
Shropshire has taken the idea 
of shops within its grounds to a 
new level with a mini shopping 
village for its pupils. 

And with the outlets run by the 
students themselves it also offers 
them a chance to develop their en¬ 
trepreneurial skills. 

Schoolgirls at Moreton Hall, near 
Oswestry, can nip into the Moreton En¬ 
terprises shops at lunchtime and, if they 
are boarders, after school, to pick up toi¬ 
letry and stationery essentials, browse 
for a good book, or treat themselves to a 
healthy smoothie or not-so-healthy choc¬ 
olate bar. 

Essential 

It is become an essential part of school 
life, not only for the customers, but for 
the sixth formers who apply to become 
part of the Moreton Enterprises venture. 

Karen Booth, the business studies 
teacher said: “In today’s fast-changing 
and uncertain business environments, 
launching and running a new business 
seems like a daunting challenge, but at 
Moreton Hall, we actively encourage 
all students to embrace the challenge 
through their in-house, student-run 
business. 

“Opportunities abound for those en¬ 
trepreneurial students who can harness 
their creativity and the skill of risk to 
grow new forms of value and innovation. 

“Students gain a deeper understanding 
of themselves as entrepreneurs, includ-

ing unique roles, responsibilities, ac¬ 
tions and priorities of business. 

“The student business has been run¬ 
ning for over 25 years now, though the 
aim is still the same today as it Sways 
has been - ‘to challenge and inspire 
young women by nurturing a culture of 
enterprise and entrepreneurship in the 
heart of the school.’”

“We recently introduced our ‘healthy 
basket’ options and also stocked an 
American influenced range of prod¬ 
ucts.” 

Healthy options are also promoted at 
Boost, the smoothie and milkshake bar 
which also sells cordials, hot chocolate 
and coffee. 

Karina Brown, 17, from Whittington, 
heads the Boost team. 

She admits that while the Kale Kick 
and beetroot smoothies are popular, 
the Oreo milkshakes are still the best 
sellers. 

At Essentials, Cicely Peers, 17, from 
Whitchurch, combines stocking neces¬ 
sities, with treats and even Moreton 


Hall based clothing including scarves 
and pyjamas. 

Her artistic skills have also seen her 
working on a new silver ring with a 
Moreton Hall hallmark that will soon be 
available in the shop. 

Moreton Enterprises works not only 
with individual wholesalers but big 
name businesses. 

Paperclip, the stationery outlet, is 
linked with the Rymans company while 
there is a pop-up bookshop run in con¬ 
junction with the Oswestry company,

FOR YOU 


On June 23 I will vote in fa¬ 
vour of the UK leaving the Eu¬ 
ropean Union. I voted in favour 
of leaving the European Eco¬ 
nomic Community in 1975 and 
would have voted to leave at any 
stage over the last 43 years if I 
had been asked. Though I would 
have preferred not to be asked in 
an In/Out referendum. My pref¬ 
erence was for a referendum on 
treaty change rather than an In/ 
Out. There are too many uncer¬ 
tainties for most of us to feel able 
to decide. I believe almost noth¬ 
ing I hear from either the Leave 
or Remain camps. Every sup¬ 
posed ‘fact’ is open to debate. 
The position is just as I thought 
it would be. 

Carrying out many differing 
responsibilities over last three 
decades, I have always worked 
enthusiastically and positively 
with the European Union. 

What has mattered has always 
been the best interests of what¬ 
ever organisation I happened to 
be representing at the time. But 
to put my fundamental belief 
simply, I have never believed 
that the UK should be subsumed 
into an undemocratic bureaucra¬ 
cy, which is today’s European 
Union - and which I believe has 
always been the dream of those 
who have championed European 
integration from its beginnings in 
the 1950s. 

The UK is physically close 
to Europe, and I want the UK 
to work constructively with our 
European neighbours, but as 
an independent state, free to 
trade and engage with the whole 
world. Recently, I listened to 
Lord (David) Owen in Welshpool 
Town Hall making a speech from 
a ‘Leftist’ perspective which I 
could just as easily have made 
from a ‘Rightist’ perspective - 
focussing on democracy and 
sovereignty. 

While I am totally confident 
and certain in the integrity of my 
opinion, I fully accept that there 
are many good reasons why the 
UK should remain a member 
of the EU. There are also many 
good reasons why the UK should 
leave. 

I would like to have taken a 
more nuanced position on this 
issue, but decided I should make 
my opinion as clear as possible. 
In any case, there is no point in 
being an MP without being free 
to say clearly what I believe. 

I felt that I had a responsibility 
to make public how I intended 
to vote in the EU Referendum. 
However, I do not intend to cam¬ 
paign in support of my decision. 
It’s just my opinion. I want every¬ 
one to feel free to decide as indi¬ 
vidual voters. It is a referendum 
in which the opinions of all UK 
citizens are of equal value. The 
Welsh General Election is now 
over, and I can make clear and 
public my position on the impor¬ 
tant question facing us on June 
23.

Two A&E units are vital for county 


ON March 31 I attended the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital Trust Board meeting 
at The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. This 
meeting was due to sign off the Future Fit 
“strategic outline case”. This is effectively 
the blueprint for the closure of an A&E, 
either at The Princess Royal Telford Hos¬ 
pital or at The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

During the course of this meeting the Fu¬ 
ture Fit position was seriously undermined 
by Gill George of Shropshire Defend Our 
NHS and other members of the general 
public. In particular they showed that the 
creation of five rural urgent care centres 
as was originally promised in the original 


Future Fit document may not now take 
place due to financial problems, or if they 
are created they will have a diminished 
function. At the same time Future Fit seem 
determined to close an A&E department, 
thus reducing health provision at a time of 
escalating demand. 

Beyond this particular point the entire 
Future Fit stance seemed to be shot full of 
holes by Gill George and other people. 

May I add that I did not see any of the 
Telford and Wrekin councillors who were 
involved in putting aside £100,000 to pro¬ 
tect The Princess Royal Hospital at the 
meeting, and if they were there, they did 


not speak up to defend the A&E depart¬ 
ment at The Princess Royal. In contrast, 
there were many voices defending the A&E 
department at The Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital. Do these councillors really want to do 
anything, or do they just wish to appear to 
do something for electoral reasons? 

Finally, we must retain two A&E de¬ 
partments, and everyone who cares for the 
health of people in this county should be 
fighting tooth and nail for that result, and 
not accept the closure of an A&E depart¬ 
ment as a fait accompli.

Take stock and 
look at why we 
should remain 
in this union 

THE referendum debate is developing 
along so many different strands it might 
be useful to step back, take stock, and pull 
key issues together. 

I think we are underestimating the 
value of the EU and blaming it for prob¬ 
lems that we already have the power to 
address at home. We also tend to exagger¬ 
ate the disadvantages of membership, and 
downplay the risks of leaving. 

Across Europe there is growing concern 
about security, migration and the econ¬ 
omy. But we are not part of Schengen, 
the passport-free zone, nor the euro, and 
almost certainly never will be. We have 
already protected ourselves against these 
risks. Furthermore, our economy is ac¬ 
tually stronger than many of our neigh¬ 
bours. I would argue that we need a more 
ambitious industrial strategy and a fairer 
distribution of wealth in society, but the 
EU is not to blame. Those decisions are 
basically made at Westminster. 

The greatest threat to our safety is that 
we fail to adequately fund police, borders 
and security. We are spending on the secu¬ 
rity services, less so on border controls and 
police. But again, these are largely British, 
not EU, decisions. 

Just as we should not hold the EU re¬ 
sponsible for our own shortcomings we 
should not exaggerate its fault, real as 
they are. I struggle, for example, to find 
any instance where Brussels bureaucracy 
has seriously inconvenienced me person¬ 
ally.

Councillor voices fears 
over 'giant' rat problem

“GIANT” rats have taken up 
residence in a former super¬ 
market car park as people have 
been treating it “like a dumping 
ground”, it has been claimed. 

Councillor Estelle Bleivas said the 
former Somerfield car park - now 
Poundland - in Berriew Street, Welsh¬ 
pool, has become a habitat for rats 
because people are dumping their rub¬ 
bish at the site. 

She said: “It’s filthy and it’s dangerous 
and not only that tourists use that car 
park, is that the impression we want to 
give tourists of Welshpool? Giant rats on 
our streets.” 

In recent weeks, Councillor Bleivas said 
she’s noticed the problem is “rife” and on 
one occasion said she spotted at least eight 
rats in the Powys County Council owned 
car park. 

The council’s three-weekly collections 
have been blamed, as according to Council¬ 
lor Bleivas, residents have been dumping 
their rubbish at the car park, where recy¬ 
cling bins are housed. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member 
for environment and sustainability, said: 
“Unfortunately fly-tipping has always been 
a problem at some of our community re¬ 
cycling sites and this is one of the reasons 
why we are reviewing the provision of these 
facilities. 

“Wherever possible we do search fly- 
tipped waste for evidence so that we can 
take action against offenders and we would 
encourage the public to report incidences 
such as this to us along with registration 
numbers if possible.” 

He also urged people to make good use of 
the waste facilities available to them.

Car drivers 
'are flouting 
seatbelt rules' 

MORE than 900 people were caught for 
not wearing their seatbelts as part of a 
police crackdown. 

A total of 958 people were found not 
to be wearing their seatbelt in the Dy- 
fed-Powys Police force region - the high¬ 
est number in a force area in Wales and 
contributed to a country wide total of 
more than 1,400 people who were caught 
not wearing their seatbelt. 

These were the findings following a 
two-week campaign undertaken by all 
four Welsh police forces, led by North 
Wales Police. The crackdown was car¬ 
ried out to raise awareness amongst 
drivers and passengers of the dangers 
of not wearing seatbelts in the event of 
a collision. The Dyfed-Powys Police force 
area found the most people not wearing 
a seatbelt, while Gwent Police was found 
to be the lowest region with just 46 people 
caught. Inspector Mike Melly from Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police’s Roads Policing Unit 
said the high number of people caught 
not wearing a seatbelt was “disappoint¬ 
ing”. “Wearing a seatbelt when driving 
or as a passenger can save lives, but it is 
disappointing that 1,497 people still chose 
not to buckle up and put themselves and 
others at risk,” he said. 

“Not wearing a seatbelt is considered 
one of the ‘Fatal 5’ - we have a robust 
strategy around enforcing the ‘Fatal 5’ 
offences which are failing to wear a seat- 
belt, drink and drug driving, dangerous 
and careless driving including unneces¬ 
sary risk taking, speeding and using a 
mobile phone while driving 

“Seatbelts are vital to the safety of you 
and your passengers and we will continue 
to take a pro-active approach all year 
round to educate motorists and enforce 
seatbelt laws.”

It's full steam ahead for 
ambitious rail link plans 


The town of Oswestry has a proud railway heritage

IT has sat unused for more than 
50 years. 

But now campaigners are celebrat¬ 
ing full steam ahead as plans to re¬ 
store the former Oswestry to Gobowen 
railway have taken a major leap for¬ 
ward, with the final section of the line 
now purchased. 

The Cambrian Heritage Railway has 
revealed it has completed the purchase of 
the final section of the former Gobowen to 
Oswestry branch line, plus other adjacent 
lands “vital” to the completion of its pro¬ 
ject. This comes as the group have spent 
years towards reopening the line that 
closed following the Beeching cuts in 1965. 

The land secured comprises the former 
bay platform line and sidings alongside the 
main line at Gobowen Station, a section of 
the former coal yard and approximately 
three-quarters of a mile of land and sidings 
that connect the main line to the section of 
the Oswestry branch already under Cam¬ 
brian Heritage Railway control. 

Over the years teams of volunteers 
have worked in their own time to restore 
the line. Robert Williams, chairman, said: 

“CHR is currently promoting two sepa¬ 
rate standalone projects. One is to achieve 
a sustainable transport service between 
Oswestry and Gobowen with this land pur¬ 
chase being a further step forward with this 
project however there are still a number of 
hurdles to overcome.” 

Mr Williams said the second project is 
to develop a heritage tourist railway from 
Oswestry to their Llynclys South site. 

He said: “Our main aim over the next 
few years is to refurbish and operate the 
existing railway from Oswestry to Weston 
Wharf, linking to the Stonehouse Brewery 
visitor centre.”

Spotlight on Chirk 



Border town always 
gives a friendly welcome

VISITORS to Chirk are always 
sure of a warm welcome from 
traders and residents. 

The town has a whole host of 
friendly independent traders and 
Chirk itself has a fascinating his¬ 
tory. 

Chirk Castle, a National Trust prop¬ 
erty, is a medieval castle. 

The castle is a popular tourist at¬ 
traction and stages many family 
events. Attractions in the area apart 
from Chirk Castle include a section of 
Offa’s Dyke and the Chirk Aqueduct 
on the Llangollen Canal, built in 1801 
by Thomas Telford. The Glyn Valley 
Tramway operated from here. 

The Parish Church of St Mary’s is a 
Grade I listed building. 

The current church building was 
begun during the 11th century by the 
Normans, although it is believed that 
an older place of worship, dedicated to 
St Tysilio, had existed on the site. 

Chirk was formerly a coal mining 
community with coal being worked 
since the 17th century. 

The largest of these collieries were 
Black Park and Brynkinallt. 

Chirk was a coaching stop on the old 
mail coach route along the A5 from 
London to Holyhead. 

The Llangollen branch of the Shrop¬ 
shire Union Canal runs near to Chirk. 

The canal crosses the Ceiriog Val¬ 
ley from England into Wales along 
Thomas Telford’s aqueduct.

Minister's visit 
was success 
says councillor 

A VISIT from local government minister 
Greg Clark has been hailed a huge suc¬ 
cess by council chiefs - despite no prom¬ 
ises for extra funding. 

Mr Clark travelled to the county to dis¬ 
cuss with leaders of Shropshire Council 
the ongoing financial problems it faces as 
it tries to save millions from its budget. 

Members had hoped to secure extra 
cash after putting the case forward that 
the county gets a raw deal in the way 
Government decides to hand out funding. 

Among the issues discussed was the 
county’s growing adult social care bill. 

Mr Clark couldn’t make any promises 
or hand out grants, but Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil Leader Malcolm Pate said it was a very 
positive meeting. 

He said: “It was a very constructive 
meeting with the minister, we have in 
some detail gone through our case re¬ 
garding extra funding for Shropshire. 

“The minister understood the back¬ 
ground of the cost of delivering adult so¬ 
cial care. I think he has grasped that. 

“We understand he couldn’t just give 
Shropshire a pile of money. But we shall 
be making our case about why Shropshire 
is special and why we do need help over 
the next two years.” 

Leaders at Shirehall have claimed that 
with a larger than average elderly popu¬ 
lation, the current system for adult social 
care funding penalises Shropshire for 
being a place where people want to retire. 

Mr Clark pledged earlier this year to 
look at future funding for local Govern¬ 
ment as well as Better Care Funding with 
plans to come into place from 2019 and 
2020. 

Councillor Pate said that the MP gave 
assurances that changes would help rural 
councils. 

Talks to look 
at library fears 

A TOWN’S threatened library service 
has prompted a public meeting to be 
called in a bid to protect it from closure. 

Llanfair Caereinion County Councillor 
Viola Evans and the town council have 
launched a call to arms to save its library 
from closure as its future is uncertain 
with Powys County Council looking to 
save £250,000 on the cost of running li¬ 
brary services over the next three years. 

The future of the library will be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting today (Thursday) 
which will be held at Llanfair Caerein¬ 
ion’s Public Institute. 

Councillor Evans said: “I thought we 
were supposed to be looking after the 
under privileged, I think people forget 
that not everyone has a computer. The 
computers at the library are used by chil¬ 
dren for their homework, as well as older 
people who send emails to their relatives 
and friends, who then come in the follow¬ 
ing day to read their response. 

“Libraries are a real lifeline for those 
who use them, and I think it would be un¬ 
fair on those people if the town lost it,” 
she said. 

“Also our library only costs £16,000 to 
run compared to others. I just feel like 
Llanfair gets treated like the poor rela¬ 
tion, which is why this meeting has been 
called. It will give people a chance to have 
their voices heard.”

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Tougher lending 
conditions ahead 
for landlords 

There is concern that buy to let landlords in 
the UK will face tougher lending conditions on 
top of tax relief changes already scheduled for 
next year. 

One lender, the Nationwide Building Society 
is already cracking down on rental calculations 
and cutting back its maximum loan to value 
for landlords over worries about the tax relief 
changes next year. 

Nationwide’s Mortgage Works, the mutual’s buy 
to let arm, which provides one in seven loans to 
landlords, increased rental cover requirements 
from 125% to 145% and cutting its maximum LTV 
from 80% to 75% from 11 May 2016. 

According to Armistead Property more lenders 
may follow suit and while the changes facing buy 
to let landlords, on top of the recent extra stamp 
duty payable on additional homes, can be taken 
into account landlords need to plan ahead. 

Currently, landlords can claim tax relief on 
monthly interest repayments at the top level of tax 
they pay of up to 45%. However, the Chancellor’s 
new tax rules could mean that thousands of buy 
to let landlords will see their profits hit as the 
amount they can claim as relief will be set at the 
basic rate of tax which is currently 20%. 

Some current basic rate taxpayers will also be 
hit, because the change will push them into the 
higher rate tax bracket. It will be phased in over a 
four year period from April 2017. 

However, the firm believes that the tougher 
lending criteria and recent tax hikes, will not 
have a major impact on the property market as a 
whole. 

“This move by Nationwide could trigger other 
big lenders to follow suit. The banks seem to 
believe that the Chancellor’s tax crackdown on 
mortgage tax relief will could cause difficulties 
for landlords. Though the new tax rules are 
challenging for most landlords, rising asset 
values and rental income will go a long way to 
protect profits,” said Peter Armistead. 

“Landlords have plenty of options available 
that will help offset the increased taxation. The 
first thing landlords should do is carry out a 
serious portfolio review and work out how the 
tax changes and tougher mortgage lending will 
affect them and what options there are to save, 
or make more money. For example, mortgaging 
to get a better deal, renovating some old stock as 
these costs will be tax deductible, selling some 
properties or increasing the rent. 

“Landlords need to think outside the box and 
ask themselves questions like can I buy with cash 
or with far less leverage, should I incorporate, can 
I change a house into an HMO and increase the 
rental income, can I get planning on an existing 
property to increase its value or can I add an 
extension, or convert the cellar?’ he pointed out. 

“Although the government is trying to curb the 
buy to let market, property investment is robust in 
the long term. 

“It is estimated that two million Britons are now 
private landlords collectively renting out five 
million properties. 

“With rising demand for rental property and a 
growing shortage of accommodation, the buy 
to let market will continue give a good return on 
investment,” he added. 


First time buyers are saving 
£790 per year on mortgages 



First time buyers in the UK with 
small deposits are making savings 
of more than £790 a year, when 
comparing monthly mortgage 
payments to the same time last 
year, new research suggests. 

This is in part due to competitive interest 
rates now available as monthly mortgage 
costs for first time buyers have fallen 
sharply, according to the latest Genworth 
Moneyfacts LTV tracker report. 

The average house price for a first time 
buyer is £154,559 and for those with a 
10% deposit, lower mortgage interest 
rates mean they can save £67 a month 
compared to what they would have paid if 
they’d taken out the same loan a year ago. 

This adds up to savings of almost £800 
over the course of a year. 

For those with 5% deposits, the monthly 
payment on a 95% LTV mortgage for an 
average first time buyer home was £66 per 
month lower in March 2016 compared to 

2015, equating to annual savings of £792. 

The report explains that part of the 
reason for the attractive rates is increased 
competition as the number of mortgage 
products at high LTVs has risen in recent 
months. The number of mortgages 
available for those with a 5% deposit 
jumped sharply from 195 in March 2015 to 
267 in March 2016. 

As a result, rates for 95% LTV mortgages 
reached a record low of 3.92% in March 

2016, 0.80 bps lower than a year before. 
Rates for 90% LTV loans are also much 
cheaper, having fallen 0.92 bps to 2.82%. 

However, the total amount of high LTV 
lending has stagnated even while overall 


lending has increased revealing that while 
lenders may be competing for the best 
customers in the high LTV bracket, they 
are more focused on increasing lending to 
customers with larger deposits. 

Despite a climate which is ripe for high 
LTV lending and a rising numbers of 
available mortgages, lending to those with 
a 5% deposit, which saw a notable boost 
following the introduction of the Help to 
Buy Mortgage Guarantee (HTB2) Scheme, 
has subsequently flat lined. 

Lending to those with 5% deposits 
received a much needed boost following 
the introduction of HTB2, with the 
proportion of lending at this level climbing 
from 1.7% in the fourth quarter of 2013 to 


3.1% in the first quarter of 2014. It reached 
a high of 4.2% of total mortgage lending in 
the second quarter of 2014 but stagnated 
at around 3% in 2015. 

The stagnation in lending to those with 
small deposits is particularly concerning 
given that the Help to Buy Mortgage 
Guarantee scheme is due to end after this 
year. With nothing scheduled to replace the 
scheme, the fear is that lending to this part 
of the market could continue to fall. 

“Competitive rates available for those 
with just 5% or 10% deposits mean they 
are able to make huge savings compared 
to what they would have paid for the same 
loan in previous years. This is important for 
a group who face numerous challenges 


to enter the property market, typically 
facing far higher costs than those with the 
parental support to gather together a larger 
deposit,” said Simon Crone, Genworth vice 
president for mortgage insurance Europe. 

“High LTV lending received a much 
needed boost through the introduction 
of the Help to Buy Mortgage Guarantee, 
however it is concerning to see this already 
in decline while the rest of the market is 
going from strength to strength. 

“Looking forwards, the high LTV market is 
facing a potential double blow from the end 
of HTB2 plus higher capital requirements 
for lenders offering mortgages to those 
with small deposits as a result of proposed 
Basel changes,” he explained. 


More aspire to own their own home 


More people dream of becoming home 
owners in the UK with new research 
showing 73% aspire to owning a 
property, up from 65% four years ago. 

However some 78% of aspiring home 
owners are concerned about the 
availability and quality of homes, up 6% 
from last year, and house prices, the 
ability to get on the property ladder and 
saving for a deposit continue to top the 
nation’s list of housing concerns 

Overall the 2016 home owner 
survey conducted by YouGov for 
the HomeOwners Alliance and BLP 
Insurance suggests that the housing 
crisis is deepening as concerns mount 
about the availability and quality of 
homes. 

While the desire to own is rising, the 
ability of first time buyers to get on the 
housing ladder and saving for a deposit 
remains the top concerns nationally, at 
82% and 80% respectively. 

On top of this, the proportion of 
aspiring homeowners who say that 
the availability of housing is a serious 
problem has increased to 78%, up from 
72% last year. 

Aspiring home owners are also 
increasingly concerned about the 
quality of housing, with 60% saying it is a 
serious problem. 

The survey shows that the housing

crisis is most acute in the capital, as 
Londoners head to the polls to elect a 
new mayor. 

However, there is a noticeable drop in 
concern about the rates of stamp duty, in 
the wake of the government’s reforms of 
the stamp duty system. Concern about 
negative equity has slumped among the 
UK overall to 44% from 64% two years 
ago, as house prices have continued to 
rise. 

“Despite government initiatives 
aimed at helping home owners, the 
housing crisis is deepening across 
the country, with ever more non-home 
owners wanting their own home, and 
ever greater concern about the lack 
of housing,” said Paula Higgins, chief 
executive of the HomeOwners Alliance. 


“Many government policies have 
boosted demand for homes, but 
what this survey shows is that the real 
problem is the desperate shortage of 
houses. Until the government tackles 
the fundamental issue that we just don’t 
have enough good quality homes, the 
housing crisis will continue to deepen 
and a generation will continue to 
have their dreams of homeownership 
crushed,” she added. 

According to Kim Vernau, chief 
executive of BLP Insurance, the current 
situation is a critical juncture for the 
construction industry and housing 
market. The government urgently needs 
to speed up the delivery of new homes 
for aspiring first time buyers. 

“Tenures of all types are required 
across the country and affordable 
housing and social housing should also 
be a priority,” he said. 

“Balancing these competing demands 
is a challenging task, particularly given 
the shortage of labour skills that we are 
currently witnessing in the construction 
industry. 

“This is likely to get worse in the 
absence of key initiatives to help address 
this critical issue and the new Housing 
and Planning Bill and threat of a potential 
Brexit could tilt the construction labour 
market even further off balance,” he 
added.

TV star spells 
out message 


TV presenter and wildlife expert 
Chris Packham gave an insight into 
his life and his passions during a 
book-signing event in Oswestry. 

The visit to the Wynnstay Hotel had 
been organised by Booka Bookshop and 
included a sold-out question and answer 
session. 

Mr Packham was in Oswestry as part of a pro¬ 
motional tour for his new book Fingers in the 
Sparkle Jar. 

His abhorrence of trophy hunting and fox 
hunting was just one of the many topics he 
touched on. 

He also criticised those in agriculture who 
want to lift an EU ban on neonicotinoid pesti¬ 
cides. 

The popular presenter of programmes such as 
Springwatch told the audience that he believed 
anyone who killed something for pleasure must 
have a psychopathic tendency. 

“As animals become rarer and rarer it is be¬ 
coming more and more repugnant to the wider 
world,” he said. 

His book lifts the lid on a childhood in which

he struggled with what he now knows is As¬ 
perger’s, a form of autism, and the wildlife that 
helped him to cope. 

“It looks at life and the value of human life 
and wildlife,” he said. 

“The book stops at the age of 16 - that was the 
point when I had worked out that life is sacred. 
It is when my passion to help wildlife began. I 
don’t feel that my job will ever be done. My life is 
not about achieving anything, it is about never 
giving up. 

“Helping the planet is like trying to slow down 
an out-of-control juggernaut. At the moment we 
can’t stop it, all we can do is slow the race to 
extinction down.” 

He now hopes that the younger generation 
will use the internet to galvanise campaigns to 
help wildlife. But he said that without experi¬ 
encing a childhood of catching tadpoles in jars 
they will not have an affinity with nature. 

“We let our children live in a far more danger¬ 
ous environment, their bedrooms sitting in front 
of a computer. Sitting there they will never dip 
their finger into the sparkle jar,” he said.

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Fascinating facts about 
this fierce little beetle 


AS I may well have mentioned 
before, this time of the year is a 
mecca for wildlife and although I 
often focus on the larger species 
(comparatively speaking), their 
very presence and the health and 
quantities of their young do, of 
course, rely on the abundance of 
their food sources. 

Pike, those ferocious predators of 
the deep, spawn early in the year so 
that their offspring can make the most 
of all the other fish that spawn later 
with their tiny, bite-sized fry. 

Badger cubs are due above ground now, 
just as the vegetation and the food that lies 
within it becomes plentiful again after the 
long, dreary winter. And of course birds 
lay their eggs in spring so that they can be 
sure of a good insect crop with which to feed 
their young. 

But let’s start towards the bottom of the 
chain this week because there are preda¬ 
tory insects which are trying to capitalise 
on their own sub-group in order to survive 
whilst simultaneously trying to escape the 
attention of the birds and mammals above 
them. 

And May is a great month for seeing 
some wonderful examples of these crea¬ 
tures. For a start all you need is the name 
of the month itself - mayflies and maybugs. 
But I’m more interested in the predatory 
insects and there’s one absolute gem to be 
seen now. 

Green tiger beetles (cicindela campestris) 
are well named. They are clearly both green 
and beetles. 

The ‘tiger’ bit comes from their fearsome 
appearance as they have huge mandibles 
with which to seize and kill their prey of

caterpillars, ants and spiders. However per¬ 
haps the name ‘cheetah beetle’ might be 
even more apt. They are the fastest runners 
of the insect world. 

An Australian species, which holds the 
record, can travel at about 2.5 metres per 
second. Putting that in rather pathetic 
human terms it is equal to about 350km 
per hour. 

In fact, tiger beetles run so fast that they 
actually lose the ability to see once they 
start moving. They have to visually lock 
on to their prey first, or run in short bursts 
to re-orient themselves as they chase their 
food. Either way they are so fast, their prey 
stands little chance of getting out of the 
way in time. Our species, the green tiger 
beetle, is easily recognised by their irides¬ 
cent colouring and the yellowish spots on 
their back. The adults are busy hunting at 
this time of the year and love heath and bog 
as well as adapting well to brownfield sites. 
They breed in the summer and their eggs 
are laid separately in small burrows in the 
ground. The larvae remain in the burrow 
feeding and growing and are almost as fero¬ 
cious as their parents. The small burrow in 
which the larvae lives acts like a pitfall trap 
and they actively wait for passing prey to 
fall into their burrow which they then grab 
with their mandibles. 

In fact the larvae’s method of hunting 
is so successful that they must go through 
three larval instars, and before each molt 
they need to enlarge their burrow to make 
room for their bulk.

However they don’t have it all their own 
way. The grubs of the beetle are parasitized 
by the solitary wasp methoca ichneu- 
monoides. The wasp lays its eggs inside the 
green tiger beetles body. The female wasp 
is smooth and slender in shape and this 
enables it to survive being gripped by the 
larva’s strong mandibles. 


The wasp then stings the green tiger bee¬ 
tle larvae to paralyse it and she then inserts 
an egg into the larva’s burrow. When this 
egg hatches the wasp larva can feed off the 
beetle larva in the safety of its own burrow. 
All fascinating I’m sure you’ll agree, if not 
a little macabre!

Action taken to 
help all children 
do well at school 

ACTION is being taken to narrow and close the gaps be¬ 
tween the achievement of disadvantaged pupils and their 
peers at Shropshire schools, according to a report. 

The report to Shropshire Council’s children and young 
people’s scrutiny committee says gaps in attainment at Key 
Stage 4 and Early Years foundation stage increased from 
2013 to 2015 and were greater than the national average 
last year. 

Ofsted define disadvantaged pupils as those who are or 
who have been eligible for free school meals at any point 
during the last six years, and those who have been looked 
after continuously for six months. 

But the report states that action is being taken to try and 
close the gaps. 

Thorough analysis of individual Early Years settings, 
primary and secondary schools is being undertaken by the 
education improvement service to identify strengths and 
weaknesses in outcomes for pupils. 

The report says: “Support and challenge is targeted 
through the early years team and school improvement ad¬ 
visers to ensure leaders and teachers are addressing gaps in 
outcomes.” It says that the primary and secondary central 
policy groups of headteachers had considered the perfor¬ 
mance of disadvantaged pupils across the local authority 
and the issue had been addressed at primary and secondary 
headteacher briefings. 

“Regular network meetings for subject leaders and sec¬ 
ondary senior leaders have also focused on closing the gaps 
including the dissemination of leading practice from two 
secondary schools where the whole-school approach to lit¬ 
eracy and promotion of reading has improved outcomes for 
disadvantaged pupils,” the report says. 

“Nine secondary schools were represented at the local 
Ofsted seminar on closing the gaps in January 2016 which 
also focused on whole-school literacy to make the curricu¬ 
lum accessible to disadvantaged pupils.” 

The report states that the gap in reading at Key Stage 
1 in Shropshire has plateaued in the last two years but in 
2015 it was slightly higher than the national average. 

The gap in writing at the same key stage narrowed and 
was slightly below national average. 

At Key Stage 2, gaps narrowed but remained above 
the national average. The report adds: “At key stage two 
achievement remains above national and statistical neigh¬ 
bour averages. 

“Gaps between the attainment of disadvantaged pupils 
and their peers are narrowing but they remain wider than 
the national gaps.”

Simmering suspense

THE recent BBC adaptation 
of The Night Manager was a 
delicious reminder of writer 
John Le Carre’s ability to wring 
nerve-shredding tension from 
spy games. 

Screenwriter Hossein Amini’s adaptation 
of another Le Carre page turner, Our Kind 
Of Traitor, is perfectly timed to capitalise on 
the resurgent interest in the author and his 
expert dissection of MI6 practices. 

Hinging on a chance encounter between 
a naive British everyman and a flashy East 
European powerbroker, Susanna White’s 
film flits across international borders as 
it asks us to believe a plummy academic 
would risk his humdrum life for a total 
stranger by virtue of his unshakeable 
goodness. 

“Why are you still here?” the Russian 
criminal asks his stuffy saviour as they 
prepare to face a team of sharp-shooting 
assassins. “I don’t know,” dryly responds 
the lecturer. 

Nor do we, and that frustrating lack of 
clarity about the lead character’s motivation 
proves the film’s undoing as the cogs of a 
serpentine plot click neatly into place, set¬ 
ting up the inevitable final showdown that 
decides if virtue or vice emerges unscathed 
from the melee. 

University lecturer Perry Makepeace 
(Ewan McGregor) and barrister girlfriend 
Gail (Naomie Harris) are on holiday in Mar¬ 
rakesh, hoping to salvage their relationship 
after his indiscretion. 

At a bar, they encounter rowdy Rus¬ 
sian businessman Dima Krasnov (Stellan 
Skarsgard), who unexpectedly takes Perry 
into his confidence and secretly gives the 
academic a flash drive to deliver to British 


intelligence with the instruction it is ‘a pres¬ 
ent from the number one money launderer 
in Moscow’. 

British agent Hector Meredith (Damian 
Lewis) and colleague Luke Weaver (Khalid 
Abdalla) take delivery of the flash drive 
at Heathrow, which contains evidence 
implicating MP Aubrey Longrigg (Jeremy 
Northam) in a money-laundering scam 
masterminded by sadistic Russian mobster 


The Prince (Grigoriy Dobrygin). Unfortu¬ 
nately, there is a caveat to smuggling Dima 
to the UK. 

“He will only deal with us if you and Gail 
are there,” Hector explains to Perry. 

Thus the lecturer and his sweetheart 
become globe-trotting pawns in a deadly 
game of espionage alongside Dima’s proud 
wife Tamara (Saskia Reeves) and their 
children. 


Anchored by Skarsgard’s eye-catching 
portrayal of a family man with a twisted 
moral code, Our Kind Of Traitor simmers 
pleasantly, but never turns up the heat 
sufficiently on McGregor and Harris’ do 
gooders. 

White choreographs some memorable 
interludes, including a hallucinogenic party, 
but protracted chase sequences aren’t 
particularly suspenseful.
